Labor Topics Discussed in the. 
House—Im portant Com­ 
mit tee Work.

W a s h in g t o n , March 21.— In the 
Senate to-day, Blair, in reference to 
the bill to give preference to civil 
service appointments to wounded ex­ 
soldiers of the confederacy before men 
who had been disloyal, said that, 
several Senntore on both sides had 
requested him to have the hill lie 
over still further. He therefore asked 
its postponement till next Tuesday, 
when he would ask the Senate to dis­ 
pose of the question of the second 
reading of the bill. The bill was laid 
over as proposed. 
The Senate then proceeded to act 
upon bills on the calendar. 
Bills 
passed to establish a United States 
court in tho Indian Territory; to al­ 
low soldiers and sailors who have lost 
bothliands or tho use of both hands, 
$100 per month; tho House hill to 
facúltate the prosecution of works pro­ 
jected for the improvement of rivers 
and harbors with the amendments on 
which a conference committee was 
orderedIkid Senators Dolph, Frye and 
Vest appointed; granting tho Wash­ 
ington and Idaho Railroad Company 
a right of way thiough the Cceur 
d’Alene Indian reservation; granting 
to the Newport and King’s Valley 
Railroad Company the right of way 
through the Seilets Indian res­ 
ervation 
in Oregon; to grant 
to 
the 
State 
of 
Oregon 
certain lands in that State for 
a public park; amending tho statute 
as to the disposition of the property 
of the. United States, such as lands or 
property acquired from sureties or 
under the revenue law; granting 040 
acres of the public land of Wyoming 
for a hatchery, etc.; to authorize 
juries of the United States Circuit and 
District Courts to be used inter­ 
changeably, and to provide for the 
drawing of talesmen ; regulating fees 
for exemplification of land patents. 
Senator Cullom, on behalf of the 
minor ty of the Committee on Ter­ 
ritories,* to-day presented a report 
opposing the annexation of the 
panhandle of Idaho to Washington 
Territory, and favoring the admission 
into the Union of the Territory of 
Washington with its present bound­ 
ary. 
PENSIONS FOK NURSES. 
The bill reported by Blair allowing 
a pension of $25 a month to women 
enrolled during the war as army nurses 
and who rendered six monthb' ser­ 
vices having been cached, a report 
was read iu which it was stated that 
the beneficiaries under it would not 
average more than six or eight to each 
State. 
Beck called for the ayes and nays, 
remarking that of course if this bill 
would pass it would apply to every 
colored woman who bad cooked for 
soldiers during six months, and ac­ 
cording to the report just received, 
such women were entitled us ‘'Roman 
matrons.” 
Edmunds did not see on what prin­ 
ciple the bill proceeded. The Asso­ 
ciation of muses, whose memorial 
had been read had Got asked for it. 
They only asked apparently to be 
filaced on* the footing >>f soldiers who 
tad been disabled in the service. No 
pensions were yet given to soldiers 
not so disabled ; and, as a friend of 
women’s rights, he did not believe in 
making such an invidious distinction. 
Beck object* d to the further consid­ 
eration of ilie bill, and hoped that the 
committee or. pensions would call on 
the secretary of war for the number of 
female nurh’es enrolled during the war, 
so that the Senate might know within 
at least a million of dollars, what the 
bill was to take out of the treasury, 
if the Senate was to give $25 a month 
to every woman, white or black, who 
had cooked for soldiers six months, 
the Senate should know how many of 
them there wore. 
Under objection the bill went over. 
OTHER PCJfeUC BILLS 
On the calendar were then passed, as 
following: the House bill to divide 
the grea Sioux Indian reservation 
into separate smaller reservations with 
a substitute, being the Senate bill 
“to divide a portion of the reservation 
of the Sioux nation of Indians in Da­ 
kota into separate reservations and 
secure relinquishments of the Indian 
title to the remainder” ; to provide 
for the sale of the site of Fort Omaha, 
Nebraska, and for a new site and con­ 
struction of suitable buildings thereon. 
Frye reported back the House bill 
authorizing the President to arrange a 
conference for the purpose of promot­ 
ing arbitration and encouraging recip­ 
rocal commercial relations between 
the United States and Mexico, Cen­ 
tral and South America and Brazil. 
Placed on the calendar. 
The Senate then adjourned. 
T H E HOUSE. 
Im p o rta n t 'Proceeding* on ilie 
L abor Q uestion. 
W ashington, March 21.—In the 
House to-day, Randall presented the 
resolutions of the Philadelphia Board 
of Trade, declaring that the Mills’ 
tariff bill, If it should become a law, 
would prove injurious to many im­ 
portant and long established indus- 
of the country. Referred. 
The Hou;e then went into commit­ 
tee of the whole on the bill referricfg 
to the Court of Claims for the adjust­ 
ment of the accounts of laborers, 
workmen and mechanics arising un­ 
der the eight-hour law. 
Rogers, of Arkansas, in opposing 
the bul. said that it would involve an 
expenditure of nearly $10,000,000. The 
proposition was ill-considered, and 
vicious in its tendency.' 
Tillman of Bouth Carolina regarded 
the measure as an attack upon the 
Treasury. The most humiliating 
thing to him in connection with Con­ 
gressional matters was the way mem­ 
bers flattered whenever any propoai- 
. tion came up relating to labor. The 
» pending proposition was one to give 


men ten hours’ pay for eight hours’ 
labor, in order to create an aristocracy 
of labor. 
Bland said that in order to reduce 
the hours of labor throughout the 
country, Congress must wring the 
water from the railroad slock and tele­ 
graph monopoly and syndicates and 
trusts and stop taking $400,000 000 a 
year from the people to be piled up in 
the Treasury. 
Lane, of Illinois, denounced the bill 
as being in the interest of office seek­ 
ers.After further discussion, Tarsnetv 
moved that the bill go over until 
Ap.il L6 iu order that the members 
might have an opportunity to inform 
themselves as to the merits of the 
case. The committee then aro-.e and 
the bill went over. 
BILLS WERE PASSED 
To prevent the product of convict la­ 
bor from being furnished to or for 
tho ufo of any department of the 
Government, and from being used in 
public, buildings or other public 
works, and in tho various depart­ 
ment a of the Government. 
MORE LATIOR MATTERS. 
The House then went into Commit­ 
tee of the Whole, with Hutch, of 
Missouri, in the chair, on the bill to 
establish a Department of Labor. An 
amendment was adopted striking out 
the provision for an Assistant Com­ 
missioner of Labor. 
Buchanan, of Now Jersey, moved 
to strike out the clause charging the 
Commission to ascertain, whenever 
industrial changes shall make it essen­ 
tial, tlm cost of producing articles at 
the time dutiable in the United States 
in tho leading countries where such 
articles are produced by fully specified 
units of production ami under classi­ 
fications showing the different ele­ 
ments of cost, or the approximate 
cost, of such an article of production. 
Mills opposed the motion. 
Randull offered an amendment to 
extend tho inquiry to tho amount of 
wages paid in the various industries. 
The amendment was adopted. 
Mills ollercd as an amendment the 
words, “ per diem, weekly or other- 
erwise,” after the word “wagon,” in 
Randall’s amendment, lie said that 
ho wanted to know the difference be­ 
tween the productive efficiency of 
wag- r in Europe and this country, 
whether if aman in this country did 
five times as much work and got twice 
as much pay for it he was not the 
cheaper worker of tho two. The 
amendment was adopted. 
On motion of McKinley, of Ohio, an 
amendment was adopted adding to 
Randall’s amendment the words “and 
hours employed per day.” 
The following amendments extend­ 
ing the Bcope of the inquiry were 
adopted. By Buchanan: Whether 
any convict-made goods are imported 
into this country and where; by 
Bland: The profits of manufacture and 
produce of dutiable articles; by Wash­ 
ington of Tennessee: The compara­ 
tive cost of living in this country and 
in Europe; by Millikeu: And the 
kind 
of 
living; 
by 
Brown, 
of Indiana: Extending the inquiry 
as to the effect of the protection 
tariff in the United States on agricul­ 
tural industry, and especially as to 
its effect on the mortgage indebted­ 
ness of farmers; by Mills: Extending 
the inquiry to au ascertainment 
whether the articles are now con­ 
trolled by trusts, and what effect 
these tiu'.ts had had in limiting and 
keeping up the prices. 
Rindall offered an amendment ex­ 
tending the inquiry as to the effect of 
the state of the currency upon the 
agricultural interests. He was in­ 
clined to think that the currency had 
more to do than the tariff in 
the condition of affairs touching 
agriculture. That and the natural 
law of demand and supply has re­ 
duced the value of corn and wheat 
and dairy products to an alarming 
extent, and Congress ought therefore, 
in this investigation, to seek to learn 
whether this cond tion came from the 
present tariff laws, or whether it came 
frurn the state of the currency. 
Milliken offered an amendment, 
requiring the Commissioner of labor 
to investigate the Mills taiff bill and 
to rej*ort what effect it would have on 
the labor and industry of the United 
States, ou foreign industries, and on 
the profits of foreign manufacturera 
and the markotsof American farmers. 
Buchanan’s motion to strike out 
was rejected and pendibg action, the 
Committee rose and the Huuso ad­ 
journed.

W ashington, March 21.—At 2 i\ m , 
during a heavy thunderstorm, light­ 
ning struck the Senate wing of the 
Capitol, but apparently did no other 
d-image than to frighten tho occupants 
and destroy telegraphic and tele­ 
phonic communication between the 
building and the outside world. 
The Secretary of State has received 
information of the appointment of his 
excellency Munemistu Mastu as Jap­ 
anese Minister of Washington to suc­ 
ceed Mr. Ruski, assigned to a position 
iu the home government.

Several Im p o rta n t Hlea»ure*C©»»« 
sldered. 
W ashington, March 21.—The con­ 
ferees of the urgent deficiency bill 
have agreed upon their report. 
Amendments are placed upon tho 
bill in the House, appropriating $072, 
000 to reimburse the State of Texas 
for expenses incurred in repelling an 
invasion, as agreed to by the Senate 
conferees. They also agreed to an 
amendment to pay the custodians 
and janitors in public buildings, the 
appropriation, however, being reduced 
from $250,000 to $150,000. 
INTERSTATE c o m m e r c e. 
At a recent meeting of the Senate 
Committee on interstate commerce, it 
was voted to strike from the interstate 
act the words “under substantially 
similar circumstances and conditions” 
and the Becond section of tho bill, 
which relates to discrimination be­ 
tween persons, but this action was 
not considered very important in 
itself since there were other qualify­ 
ing terms in the section which left its 
elasticity 
practically unimpaired. 
Today, however, upon a proposition 
to strike these words as well as the 
suspension proviso, from the long and 
short haul section, the committee de­ 
cided tho matter adversely, thus leav­ 
ing the law in this regard practically 
unchanged. 
PUBLIC LANDS. 
The House Committee on Public 
Lands to-day decided to report favor­ 
ably the biil reclaiming the forfeiture 
of that part of tho land grant of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad of Califor­ 
nia which íb upon the line of road not 
completed within contract time This 
is regarded as an indication of the in­ 
tention of the committee to adopt a 
policy of reporting bills, working the 
partial, and not the complete forfeit­ 
ure of railroad land grants, except in 
cases where there was a total failure 
to build the roads. 
- The House Committee on Agricul­ 
ture, to-day instructed the chairman 
to report back adversely the bill grant­ 
ing a bounty on export grain, and 
recommend that it be laid on the 
table.

W ashington, March 21.— Denis 
Kearney had an interview with Presi­ 
dent to-day and denounced tho {rend­ 
ing Chinese treaty. He said that 
under the clause permitting China­ 
men worth $10,000 to return in case 
they left the country, each thousand 
dollars would be made to do duty for 
a thousand incoming Chinamen. 
The President said that he thought 
the treaty wQiild be at least tried for 
a while. 
Kearney said that if it were it 
would mean a loss of fourteen electoral 
votes of the Pacific Coast to the Dem­ 
ocratic party. He told the President 
that it would require armed men at 
every forty rods of the boundary line 
between the United States and British 
Columbia to prevent Chinamen from 
comingover the lino. 
To a reporter Mr. Kearney said: “I 
am going back to San Francisco to­ 
morrow to report my non-success to 
my people. I have been unsuccessful 
before both committees of both Houses 
and at the White House.

Im p o rta n t D isclosure* M ade by 
tbe B lalock B rothers. 
C olum bus, Mo., March 21.—The 
Coroner’s jury in tho case of David 
Gordon has completed its work with a 
verdict of wilful murder by William 
and Jonathan Blalock. 
Constable 
Gordon was assassinated by the ac­ 
cuse*!, last Friday night. The Gulf 
depot had been broken open Thurs­ 
day night, and he was watching the 
house where the stolen goods were 
supposed to Ire. 
Next day Miss 
Blalock, a teacher iu one of the city 
schools, confessed to the authorities 
that her two brothers did tbe killing. 
They were arrested and mode a 
full confession of their multi'.udious 
crimes. They have been connected 
for years with a gang of horse thieves 
which extends from KansuH City to 
Arkansas, Texas and Colorado. Their 
crimcB include robbing mails, blowing 
safes, sandbagging and murder. 
Fifteen arrests have already been 
made and information has been tele­ 
graphed that will lead to the arrest of 
as many more.

In the meantime it had spread 
to the opposite side of the Street and 
burned Kirby’s hall, J. B. Wood’6 
furniture and provision Ktore,a build­ 
ing owned by M. V. Harrison, and 
Condon & Cornish's bank. The latter 
was brick and not totally destroyed. 
Here the fire was stopped by M. V. 
Harrison’s brick building.

hut by the desperate work on 
the part of every one, the fire was 
kept within the limits mentioned. A 
large number of people were in from 
the country to attend the Democratic 
Convention to be held here to-inor- 
row, and these men rendered con­ 
siderable assistance. The cause of 
the fire is unknown. It is impossible 
to give a correct estimate-of the losses 
to-night, but they will probably ex­ 
ceed $50,000.

The propoeed city charter reduces 
th e City Council from fifteen to five 
m em bers, and gives a salary of three 
thousand dollars each to the Council* 
men. 
It further provides that the 
Council shall m eet every day at 10 
o’clock, and be in session, it is pre­ 
sumed, during office hours, viz: From 
10 o’clock a. m., till 4 o’clock P. M. 
Four members shall 
constitute a 
quorum and it will require four votes 
to pass an ordinance involving money 
or incurring 
any 
municipal debt. 
The objections to these provisions 
of the charter a re : 
1st. That to re­ 
duce the Council from fifteen to five 
mem bers ia to facilitate the corruption 
of the Board. 
It now requires the 
Affirmative vote of ten members to 
pass an ordinance involving money. 
A s fonr is to ten, so will be the rela­ 
tive facility of passing bad measures 
under the new charter. 
2d. If Coun- 
cilmen should receive compensation, 
instead of giving five men $15,000 a 
year to sit in the council chamber 
every day, it would be better to give 
fifteen Council men 
$1,000 each to 
devote a portion 
of 
their 
time 
to the city’s business. 
3d. 
It 
is not necessary th at there should 
be daily sessions. 
The new Board 
would not be a deliberative body. 
It 
would be an official bureau. They 
could pass ordinances whenever they 
pleased. 
Their proceedings would 
cease to be public, for it is not to he 
presum ed th at the newspapers would 
attem pt to fully report the proceed­ 
ings of a body in perpetual session. 
The Council of Five would soon be­ 
come a mere routine m achine. The 
present interest th a t attaches to the 
sessions of th e Board would wear 
aw ay, and the people would only 
awake to its labors when they found 
th a t som ething striking and perhaps 
disastrous had been consummated. 
W e have said th at the people are 
willing to give the proposition to en­ 
large the power of the Mayor, a trial. 
But they are not willing to enlarge his 
powers and very m aterially increase 
his patronage, and at the sam e time 
take away their m ost effective check 
npon the abuse of his powers, by de­ 
p o p u la tin g the representative body 
in the Council. 
W ith a Council of 
fifteen members, 
a corrupt Mayor 
could be brought to grief and kept in 
check. 
Therefore 
no 
great risk 
wo ;ld 
be 
taken in 
giving him 
increased 
powers. 
But 
with a 
Council 
of 
five, 
four 
being 
sufficient to pass all measures, a de­ 
signing Mayor might form a league 
th at would lay the city at the mercy 
of a corrupt combination. 
Wo are 
willing to open the door wide; but we 
are not willing to give up the key al­ 
together. 
The greatly 
increased patronage 
given to the M ayor by this charter 
wHt be apt to have a deteriorating 
effect upon the standing and character 
of the mayors elected under it. Those 
seeking offices in his gift will start in 
to run the political machinery of par­ 
ties in favor of nominations that will

There is a possibility that there is 
to be a revolution in the management 
of the Comstock Mines, and the 
mining and milling- of their ores, 
based upon the report that the stock­ 
holders of the Consolidated Virginia 
and California Mines will demand of 
Mr. Mackay and his associates the 
perm anent transfer of one of the 
Bonanza mills for their personal use 
and benefit. In commenting upon 
this possible change in mining aflairs 
the Salt Lake Tribune tells how the 
monopoly of the milling was brought 
about: 
W hen the Comstock was discovered 
the knowledge of reducing silver ore* 
was very limited in the United States. 
M ining’ and milling machinery was 
both crude and costly, and so after 
the first rich croppings of the Corn- 
stock were worked off almost every 
mine on the great lode and all the 
mills were badly in debt. 
A great 
deal of machinery erected at great 
cost was found 
to be practically 
worthless, and m atters wore a very- 
dismal aspect when Win. Sharon put 
in his appearance in Virginia City. He 
looked around a few days and then 
wrote to W. C. Ralston that he wanted 
to start a bauk, that there was an em ­ 
pire 
to 
capture 
in the 
desert. 
Ralston 
wrote 
him 
to 
“ come 
down 
and 
we 
will 
talk 
it 
over.” 
The result was that Sharon 
returned to Virginia City and estab­ 
lished the branch of the California 
Bank, which is there still. At that 
time money commanded five per cent 
er m onth; the little banks which 
..ad previously been established there 
had not the money to carry the needed 
business on, and the mill men espec­ 
ially, were apparently hopelessly in­ 
volved. 
Sharon reduced the interest 
at once to a living rafe ; took up the 
accounts of men at the other banks 
and started the camp, which was 
dead, into life. 
But in a year he had 
loaned nearly $800,000, and D. O. 
Mills, one of the chief directors of 
the parent bank in San Francisco, 
called for a meeting of the Directors, 
and in that meeting insisted that the 
crazy work which had been going ou 
in Washoe should stop, lhat bo much 
as possible of the money of the bank 
loaned out in the desert should be 
called in, that the rest should be 
treated as lost, and that henceforth 
a legitima’© banking business should 
bo carried on. To this Sharon re­ 
plied that if 
he 
could be given 
another year he would show no loss, 
hut a tremendous gain for the bank. 
Ralston stood by Sharon. 
As a 
l^st 
shot, 
Mills 
referred 
to 
the old quartz-mills which it was 
shown he had loaned money upon 
and been forced to take as the only 
security for what they owed to the 
bank. 
To this, Sharon replied that 
he was willing to take those mills at 
what thev had cost Accordingly they 
were turned over to him . and he and 
Ralston organized the Union Milling 
Company. 
It used to be whispered 
that the mills were a bigger bonanza 
than the mines, as a great deal 
of ore th at was reduced only barely 
paid the expenses of milling. 
Any 
way, Sharon and Ralston did not 
seem to bo losing money through 
milling Comstock ores. 
Since then 
the mining and milling of Comstock 
ores have been conducted under the 
direction 
of 
distinct 
companies. 
Like most other enterprises which 
brains and capital have fostered and 
developed with honest purpose—with 
an unselfish desire to promote indus­ 
try and sectional development, so far 
as personal reward can be divorced 
from private enterprises—the Union 
mills of the Comstock 
became, in 
time, a monopoly controlled by and 
enriching a few capitalists at the ex­ 
pense ol the many small holders of 
stock. The action of these stockhold­ 
ers in dem anding that the output of 
the mines, of which they are in part 
owners, should be milled by machin­ 
ery belonging to themselves, isa move 
in the right direction. 
It is true that 
that for many years the charge for 
milling ores has been reduced to a lit­ 
tle more than actual cost, but the 
mine owners claimed as theirs all the 
tailings from the mills. 
In working 
over the tailings, five to eeven dollars 
a ton was obtained on, say five hun­ 
dred tons a day, or $8,000 each day. 
A million dollars a year might easily 
be cleaned up by a mill company un­ 
der this rule, which, under the pro­ 
posed new arrangement, would go to 
the stockholders of the mines.

THE RIVERA CASE. 
Tm tiinofty Introduced by Uotb 
bidet* \ enterday. 
The trial of the Rivera murder care waa 
resumed In Judgedlardlner’s Court yester­ 
day by the introduction of I)r. C. W. Brown, 
of Pomona, who testified: I examined the 
body of Espinosa one hoar after the shoot­ 
ing, I found three gun-shot wounds—one 
bullet had passed through the right breast 
and had gone through the body, coming out 
near the shoulder blade; one had entered 
the left side near the lower border of tho 
ribs, and had passed out near the nipple. The 
other bullet had passed through Just below 
the small of the back, and ranging down­ 
ward. and had buried itself in the 
muscle of the thigh. 
fn addition 
there were ten scalp wounds which hud 
evidently been inflicted w ith a blunt in­ 
strum ent. 
Wnen I exam ined the body 
there were no weapons of any kind found 
on the person of Espinosa. I found oilier 
than gunshot wounds on the body of 
Espinosa. One whs a scalp wound, evi 
dcutly received several days be'ore; several 
fresh wounds on the scalp which had the 
oearanee of huviug been inflicted with a 
ut instrum ent: the s.alp was also 
lractured. At the time Uive a came to my 
oflice. his face nud clothing were covered 
with blood. 
J. Ornelos was next called and testified to 
tho facts of the killing. Myself and 
Alverado were standing lu th-i door at my 
saloon when we saw the shooting. The 
witness then pointed out the scene of the 
killing upon a blackboard. 
Alfredo Alverado was next called by Mr. 
tiagu, for tho purpose of iinpeachiueut: 
Know the defendant Rivera. Have not 
taken a great deal of interest against him. 
I swore to the complaint against him, 
though, iu the Justices’ Court. 
A. dare la was next called, and testified as 
follows: Live in Pomona, and am in the 
restaurant business. Was lu my place on 
lire day of the killing. I heard a quarrel be­ 
tween Rivera and Espinosa. The latter 
came into .ho diningroom about 12:30 
o’clock, and went back. He said to Rivera: 
•Step outside! I have something to say to 
yc:u ’’ They W rnt out the back door. Then 
when they went outside, I heard the stroke 
Espinosa struck him. I saw him bit the 
blow. 1 think it was with a knife, because 
1 saw the knife in bis hand when 1 went 
out. 1 saw him 6trikc Rivera with the 
knife. I whs Inside tho dining-room wait­ 
ing on the table. 1 was standing by a table 
and looked out and saw them iu the yard 
I am sure that 1 saw him cut him with u 
knife. 
afternoon session. 
The prosecution nuuounced that it closed 
the ease, and the defense opened; with the 
evidence of 
A. I). Curries, who testified: I resiie at 
.Spadra. Wa3 Sheriff of Los Angeles county 
fora Lumber of years. Iam acquainted 
with J. P. Rivera. His reputation asapeace- 
able citizen is good. Í whs also acquainted 
with Espinosa, and considered him iu his 
lifetime of bad reputation for pence and 
quiet. I know of many quarrels In which 
the deceased was engaged. I speak of his 
reputation as I gained It through my capac­ 
ity as an ofliecr, and a6 a neighbor. I heard 
R eported by different persons that Kspiu- 
osa killed a man at Colton. 
Dr. C. W. Drown being recalled, in answer 
to a question from a jurym an, stated that 
from all appearances the shot taking effect 
in the small of the deceased’s back 
was inflicted while he was on his hands 
ad knees, or lying down. 
J. M. Kryer testified to the good reputation 
of the defendant; kIbo to the had character 
of Espinosa, who was arrested and convict­ 
ed by witue-s, who was a justice of the 
peace, on a charge of assault. 
\). II. Collins being called testified: I 
know the reputation of Espinosa and con­ 
sider it bad. I know of scverul quarrels 
and fights in which deceased was engaged. 
1 have heard a number of persons Bneak of 
Mr Espinosa as a bad character and a dan­ 
gerous man. 
A. B. Colwell testified: I reside at Spadra 
and am acquainted with the defendant aud 
have always regarded him as a peaceable 
citizen. Mr. Espinosa’s reputation was very 
bad. Near my business house there are 
several saloons and often there have been 
brawls and fights iu them. I generally 
found Espinosa es one of tho parties. He 
was a drinking man and very quarreious 
when under the influence of intoxicating 
Iquor. I consider it quite dangerous to be 
about him at such times. 
Constable M 8. Aguirre testified that he 
as serving iu tho official capacity of 
Deputy Sheriff he nrreB'ed the deceased for 
embezzlement. He thought he was out on 
bonds at the time he was shot. Through 
the office he heard of Espinosa, lie was 
wanted in Nevada on a charge of grand lar­ 
ceny. The Sheriff received a telegram from 
Nevada to that effect. 
I base my assertion that the deceased had 
bad reputation on the telegram and upon 
wnat people said about him when I was out 
seeking to make the arrest. One party at 
Pomona told me that he was well ac 
quainted with deceased and warned me 
tnat If he should discover that I wav in 
search of him ho would "do me up.” 
J A. Berry, a constable, and several other 
witnesses were called and testified to the 
bad character of Espinosa. The case will 
be resumed at 10 a. m. this morning.
